"When  the  Minister  gives  notice  for  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
( which  he  shall  always  clo  upon  the  Sunday  preceding,)  he  shall  read  this  Ex¬ 
hortation  following  : 


EARLY  BELOVED,  on  -  day  next  I  purpose, 

through  God’ s  assistance,  to  administer  to  all  such  as 
shall  he  religiously  and  devoutly  disposed  the  most  com¬ 
fortable  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ ;  to  be 
by  them  received  in  remembrance  of  his  meritorious  Cross 
and  Passion,  whereby  alone  we  obtain  remission  of  our 
sins,  and  are- made  partakers  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 


c4nd  the  Slfinisler  may  add : 

AVherefore  it  is  our  duty  to  render  most  humble  and  hearty 
thanks  to  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  for  that  he 
hath  given  his  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  not  only  to  die 
for  us,  but  also  to  be  our  spiritual  food  and  sustenance  ;  as 
it  is  declared  unto  us,  as  well  by  God’s  Word,  as  by  this 
Sacrament  of  His  Body  and  Blood.  Which  being  so  divine 
and  comfortable  a  thing  to  them  who  receive  it  worthily, 
and  so  dangerous  to  those  who  will  presume  to  receive  it 
unworthily,  my  duty  is  to  exhort  you,  in  the  mean  season 
to  consider  the  dignity  of  this  service,  and  the  peril  of  an 
unworthy  participation  in  the  same  ;  and  so  to  search  and 
examine  your  own  consciences,  (and  that  not  lightly,  and 
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after  the  manner  of  dissemblers  with  God  ;  but  so)  that  ye 
may  come  holy  and  clean  to  such  a  heavenly  Feast,  in  the 
marriage-garment  required  by  God  in  holy  Scripture,  and 
be  received  as  worthy  partakers  of  that  holy  Table. 

7f  among  those  who  come  to  he  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Min¬ 
ister  shall  know  any  to  be  an  open  and  notorious  f  rit  liver,  or  to  have  done  any 
wrong  to  his  neighbours  by  word  or  deed,  so  that  the  Congregation  be  thereby 
offended  :  he  shall  advertise  him,  that  he  presume  not  to  come  to  the  Zord’s  Table, 
until  he  have  openly  declared  himself  to  have  truly  repented  and  amended  his 
former  evil  life,  that  the  Congregation  may  thereby  be  satisfied ;  and  that  he  hath 
recompensed  the  parlies  to  whom  he  hath  done  wrong  y  or  least  declare  himself  to 
be  in  full  purpose  to  do  so,  as  soon  as  he  conveniently  may. 

The  same  order  shall  the  Minister  use  with  those  betwixt  whom  he  perceiveth 
malice  and  haired  to  reign ;  not  suffering  them  to  be  partakers  of  the  Zord’s 
Table,  unfit  he  know  them  to  be,  reconciled.  And  if  one  of  the  parlies,  so  at 
variance,  be  content  to  forgive  from  the  bottom  of  his  heart  all  that  the  other  hath 
trespassed  against  him,  and  to  make  amends  of  that  wherein  he  himself  hath 
offended ;  and  the  other  party  will  not  be  persuaded  to  a  god/y  unity,  but  remain 
still  in  his  frowardness  and  malice ;  the  Minister  in  that  case  ought  to  admit  the 
penitent  person  to  the  Holy  Communion ,  and  not  him  that  is  obstinate. 

The  Table,  at  the  Communion  time,  having  a  fair  while  linen  cloth  upon  it,  and 
so  much  bread  and  wine  as  the  Minister  shall  think  sufficient ,  shall  stand  in  the 
body  of  the  Church  or  in  the  chancel.  And  the  Minister,  after  a  hymn  has  been 
sung,  shall  say  : 

The  Lord  be  with  you. 

Answer.  And  with  thy  spirit. 

Minister.  Let  us  pray  : 

0  Lord,  show  thy  mercy  upon  us. 

Answer.  And  grant  us  thy  salvation. 

Minister.  0  God,  make  clean  our  hearts  within  us. 

Answer.  And  strengthen  us  with  thy  Holy  Spirit  more 
and  more. 


Then  shall  the  Minister  and  people  say  the  Lord's  Grayer,  after  which  the 
Jfinister  shall  pi'oceed  with  the  Collect  following  : 

UR  FATHER,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name.  Thy  kingdom  come :  thy  will  be  done  on  earth, 
as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  :  and 
forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us :  and  lead  us  not  into  temptation  ;  but  deliver 
us  from  evil ;  for  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 
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LMIGHTY  GOD,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open,  all 
llll!  desires  known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid  ; 
cleanse  the  thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  thy 
Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  love  thee,  and  worthily 
magnify  thy  holy  Name  ;  through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 


Tfien  shall  the  Minister  rehearse  the  Ten  Commandments ;  and  the  Teople, 
still  kneeling,  shall,  after  every  commandment ,  ask  God’s  mercy  for  their  trans¬ 
gressions,  for  the  time  past,  and  grace  to  keep  the  law  for  the  time  to  come,  as 
follotveth  : 

Minister.  God  spake  these  words,  and  said  :  I  am  the 
Lord  thy  God  :  Thou  slialt  have  none  other  gods  before 
me. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven 
image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  tiling  that  is  in  heaven  above, 
or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under 
the  earth.  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor 
serve  them :  for  I,  the  Lord  thy  God,  am  a  jealous  God, 
visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  me  ;  and 
showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me  and 
keep  my  commandments. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  Name  of  the  Lord  thy 
God  in  vain  ;  for  the  Lord  wall  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh  his  Name  in  vain. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Remember  the  Sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy. 
Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work  ;  but  the 
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seventh  day  is  the  Sahbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  In  it 
thou  shaft  not  do  any  work ;  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  nor  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor 
thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates.  For  in 
six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all 
that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day  ;  wherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother  ;  that  thy 
days  may  be  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
givetli  thee. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  slialt  not  kill. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  slialt  not  commit  adultery. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  slialt  not  steal. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  slialt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy 
neighbour. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  keep  this  law. 

Minister.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour’s  house, 
thou  shalt  not  covet  tliy  neighbour’ s  wife,  nor  his  man-ser¬ 
vant,  nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any 
thing  that  is  tliy  neighbour’ s. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these 
thy  laws  in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  thee. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

Jjtean  also  what  out}  Loi;d  Jesus  (Jhtjist  saith. 

HOU  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This 
is  the  first  and  great  commandment ;  and  the  second  is 
like  unto  it :  Thou  slialt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  On 
these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 


Or,  instead  of  the  Commandments ,  the  Minister  may  rehearse  the  following 

words  of  Christ. 

Minister.  Christ  spake  these  words,  and  said :  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
tliy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment ;  and  the  second  is  like  unto  it :  thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  dp  thy  will. 

Minister.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  :  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour,  and  hate  thine  enemy :  but  I  say 
unto  you  :  Love  your  enemies,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  do 
good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despite- 
fully  use  you  and  persecute  you  ;  that  ye  may  be  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  ;  for  he  maketh  his 
sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on 
the  just  and  on  the  unjust. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  do  thy  will. 

Minister.  Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves 
break  through  and  steal ;  but  lay  up  for  yourselves  trea¬ 
sures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor  steal. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  do  thy  will. 

Minister.  Take  no  thought,  saying  :  What  shall  we  eat  % 
or,  What  shall  we  drink  \  or,  Wherewithal  shall  we  be 
clothed  ?  for  your  heavenly  Father  knowTeth  that  ye  have 
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need  of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
Cfod  and  Ids  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall  he 
added  unto  you. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  do  thy  will. 

Minister.  Judge  not,  that  ye  he  not  judged;  for  with 
what  judgment  ye  judge,  ye  shall  he  judged  ;  and  with  what 
measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  he  measured  to  you  again. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  do  thy  will. 

Minister.  All  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them ;  for  this  is  the  law 
and  the  prophets. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline  our  hearts 
to  do  thy  wall. 

Minister.  Let  your  loins  he  girded  about,  and  your 
lights  burning,  and  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men  who  wait 
for  their  Lord,  when  lie  will  return  from  the  wedding  ;  that 
when  he  cometh  and  knocketh,  they  may  open  to  him  imme¬ 
diately.  Blessed  are  those  servants,  whom  the  Lord,  when  he 
cometh,  shall  find  watching. 

People.  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all  these 
thy  words  hi  our  hearts,  we  beseech  thee.

ALMIGHTY  LOBL),  and  everlasting  God,  vouchsafe, 
we  beseech  thee,  to  direct,  sanctify,  and  govern,  both 
our  hearts  and  bodies,  in  the  ways  of  thy  laws,  and  in  the 
works  of  thy  commandments ;  that,  through  thy  most 
mighty  protection,  both  here  and  ever,  we  may  be  preserved 
in  body  and  soul ;  through  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.

Then  shall  be  read  the  Gospel,  saying.  The  Holy  Gospel  is  written  in  the  * - 

chapter  of - beginning  at  the - verse . 
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If  ere  the  people  shall  rise  and  say  : 
GfO'Rr  EE  TO  THEE,  O  LORD. 


Then  after  a  Hymn,  shall  follow  the  Sermon,  sifter  which  the  Jfinister,  when 
there  is  a  Communion,  shall  return  to  the  Lord’s  Table,  and  begin  the  Offertory , 
saying  one  or  more  of  the  following  sentences  : 


OT  every  one  tliat  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  hut  he  that  doeth  the 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  St.  Matt.  vii.  21. 

Give,  and  it  shall  he  given  unto  you  ;  good  measure, 
pressed  down,  and  shaken  together,  and  running  over,  shall 
men  give  into  your  hosom.  For  with  the  same  measure 
that  ye  mete  withal,  it  shall  he  measured  to  you  again.  St. 
Luke  vi.  38. 


Zaccheus  stood  and  said  unto  the  Lord,  Behold,  Lord,  the 
half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor ;  and  if  I  have  taken 
anything  from  any  man  hy  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
fourfold.  St.  Lute  xix.  8. 

Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at  his  own  charges  ?  Who 
planteth  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit  thereof  ?  Or 
who  feedeth  a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock  ?

If  we  have  sown  unto  you  spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great 
thing  if  we  shall  reap  your  carnal  things.  1  Cor.  ix.  11. 

Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  minister  about  holy  tilings 
live  of  the  things  of  the  temple,  and  they  which  wait  at  the 
altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar  %  Even  so  hath  the  Lord 
ordained  that  they  which  preach  the  Gospel  shall  live  of 
the  Gospel.  1  Cor.  ix.  13,  14. 

He  which  soweth  sparingly  shall  reap  also  sparingly  ;  and 
he  which  soweth  bountifully  shall  reap  also  bountifully. 
Every  man  according  as  he  purposeth  in  his  heart,  so  let 
him  give  ;  not  grudgingly,  or  of  necessity ;  for  God  loveth 
a  cheerful  giver.  2  Cor.  ix.  6,  7. 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  Word  communicate  unto 
him  that  teachetli  in  all  good  things.  Gal.  vi.  6. 

Be  not  deceived,  God  is  not  mocked  ;  for  whatsoever  a 
man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also  reap.  Gal.  vi.  7. 
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As  we  have  opportunity,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  men  ; 
especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the  household  of  faith. 
Gal.  vi.  10. 

Godliness  with  contentment  is  great  gain  ;  for  we  brought 
nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can  carry 
nothing  out.  1  Tim.  vi.  G,  7. 

Charge  them  that  are  rich  in  this  world,  that  they  do  good, 
that  they  be  rich  in  good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing 
to  communicate ;  laying  up  in  store  for  themselves  a  good 
foundation  against  the  time  to  come,  that  they  may  lay  hold 
on  eternal  life.  1  Tim.  vi.  17,  18,  19. 

To  do  good,  and  to  communicate,  forget  not ;  for  with 
such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased.  Ileb.  xiii.  16. 

Whoso  hath  this  world’s  good,  and  seeth  his  brother 
have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassion  from 
him,  how  dwelletli  the  love  of  God  in  him  %  1  St.  John  iii.

He  that  hath  pity  upon  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord  ;

Whilst  these  Sentences  are  in  readinr/,  the  ’Deacons ,  Churchwardens ,  or  other 
jit  persons  appointed  for  that  jnirpose,  shat l  receive  the  slims,  and  brine/  it  to  the 
Minister,  who  shall j/lace  it  upon  the  Table. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister  say  :

LMIGHTY  and  ever-living  God,  who  by  thy  holy 
Apostle  has  taught  us  to  make  prayers  and  suppli¬ 
cations,  and  to  give  thanks  for  all  men  ;  we  humbly  beseech 
thee  most  mercifully  \to  accept  our  alms ,  and]*  to  receive

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these  our  prayers,  which  we  offer  unto  thy  Divine  Majesty  ; 
"beseeching  thee  to  inspire  continually  the  Universal  Church 
with  the  spirit  of  truth,  unity,  and  concord :  And  grant 
that  all  those  who  do  confess  thy  holy  Name  may  agree  in 
the  truth  of  thy  holy  Word,  and  live  in  unity,  and  godly 
love.  We  beseech  thee  also,  so  to  direct  and  dispose  the 
hearts  of  all  Christian  Rulers,  that  they  may  truly  and  im¬ 
partially  administer  justice,  to  the  punishment  of  wicked¬ 
ness  and  vice,  and  to  the  maintenance  of  thy  true  religion, 
and  virtue.  Give  grace,  O  heavenly  Father,  to  all  Minis¬ 
ters  of  thy  Gospel,  that  they  may  both  by  their  life  and 
doctrine,  set  forth  thy  true  and  lively  Word,  and  rightly 
and  duly  administer  thy  holy  Sacraments.  And  to  all  thy 
people  give  thy  heavenly  grace  ;  and  especially  to  this  con¬ 
gregation  here  present ;  that,  with  meek  heart  and  due  rev¬ 
erence,  they  may  hear  and  receive  thy  holy  Word;  truly 
serving  thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  the  days  of 
their  life.  And  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  of  thy  good¬ 
ness,  O  Lord,  to  comfort  and  succour  all  those  who,  in  this 
transitory  life,  are  in  trouble,  sorrow,  need,  sickness,  or  any 
other  adversity.  And  we  also  bless  thy  holy  Name  for  all 
thy  servants  departed  this  life  in  thy  faith  and  fear  ;  beseech  - 
ing  thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  their  good  examples, 
that  with  them  we  may  have  an  abundant  entrance  into  thy 
heavenly  kingdom.  Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Jesus  Christ’s 
sake,  our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.  Amen. 


2‘hen  shall  the  Jfinisler  make  this  Exhortation  : 

EARLY  BELOVED  IN  THE  LORD,  ye  who  mind 
to  come  to  the  holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must  consider  how  St.  Paul  exhorteth 
all  persons  diligently  to  try  and  examine  themselves,  before 
they  eat  of  that  Bread,  and  drink  of  that  Cup.  For, 
as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with  a  true  penitent  heart  and 
lively  faith  we  receive  that  holy  Sacrament ;  so  is  the  dan¬ 
ger  great,  if  we  receive  the  same  unworthily.  Judge,  there¬ 
fore,  yourselves,  brethren,  that  ye  be  not  judged  of  the 
Lord  ;  repent  ye  truly  for  your  sins  past ;  have  a  lively  and 
steadfast  faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour  ;  amend  your  lives,  and 
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be  in  perfect  charity  with  all  men.  And  above  all  things, 
ye  must  give  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  world  by  the  death  and  passion  of  our  Saviour  Christ, 
both  God  and  man  ;  who  did  humble  himself,  even  to  the 
death  upon  the  Cross,  for  us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death  ;  that  he  might  make  us 
the  children  of  God,  and  exalt  us  to  everlasting  life.  And 
to  the  end  that  we  should  always  remember  the  exceeding 
great  love  of  our  Master,  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ, 
thus  dying  for  us,  and  the  innumerable  benefits  which  by 
his  precious  blood-sliedding  he  hath  obtained  for  us  ;  he 
hath  given  us  these  pledges  of  his  love,  for  a  continual 
remembrance  of  his  death  to  our  great  and  endless  comfort. 
To  him,  therefore,  with  the  Father  and  Holy  Ghost,  let  us 
give  (as  we  are  most  bounden)  continual  thanks  ;  submit¬ 
ting  ourselves  wholly  to  his  holy  will  and  pleasure,  and 
studying  to  serve  him  in  true  holiness  and  righteousness  all 
the  days  of  our  life.  Amen. 


Then  shall  the  Minister  say  to  those  who  corse  to  receive  the  Holy  Commtmion  : 


who  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  you  of  your  sins, 


-L  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neighbours,  and 
intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following  the  commandments  of 
God,  and  walking  from  henceforth  in  his  holy  ways  ;  draw 
near  with  faith,  and  take  this  holy  Sacrament  to  your  com¬ 
fort  ;  and  make  your  humble  confession  to  Almighty  God, 
devoutly  kneeling. 

Then  shall  this  general  Confession  he  made ,  by  the  Minister  and  all  those  who  are  minded 
to  receive  the  Holy  Communion,  humbly  kneeling. 


LMIGHTY  GOD,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 


-LA-  Maker  of  all  things,  Judge  of  all  men  ;  we  acknow'- 
ledge  and  bewail  our  manifold  sins  and  wickedness,  winch 
we,  from  time  to  time,  most  grievously  have  committed,  by 
thought,  word,  and  deed,  against  thy  Divine  Majesty,  pro¬ 
voking  most  justly  thy  wrath  and  indignation  against  us. 
We  do  earnestly  repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our 
misdoings.  Have  mercy  upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us, 
most  merciful  Father  ;  for  thy  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ’s 
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sake,  forgive  as  all  tliat  is  past ;  and  grant  that  we  may 
ever  hereafter  serve  and  please  thee  in  newness  of  life,  to 
the  honour  and  glory  of  thy  Name  ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

Hear  what  comfortable  words  our  Saviour  Christ  saith 
unto  all  who  truly  turn  to  him. 

Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  you  rest.  St.  Matt.  xi.  28. 

God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only-begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  eternal  life.  St.  John  iii.  16. 

Hear  also  what  Saint  Paul  saith. 

This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation, 
that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners.  1 
Tim.  i.  15. 

Hear  also  what  Saint  John  saith. 

If  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  until  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  righteous  ;  and  he  is  the  Propitiation  for 
our  sins.  1  St.  John  ii.  1,  2. 

After  which  the  Minister  shall  proceed ,  saying : 

Lift  up  your  hearts. 

Answer.  We  lift  them  up  unto  the  Lord. 

Minister.  Let  us  give  thanks  unto  our  Lord  God. 

Answer.  It  is  meet  and  right  so  to  do. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty,  that  we 
should  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  give  thanks  unto  thee, 
O  Lord,  [Holy  Father,]*  Almighty  Everlasting  God. 

Here  may  follow  the  proper  Preface ,  according  to  the  times ,  if  there  be  any  specially  appointed  ; 
or  else  immediately  shall  be  said  by  the  Minister  and  People. 

Therefore  with  Angels  and  Archangels,  and  with  all  the 
company  of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  tliy  glorious 
Name  ;  evermore  praising  thee,  and  saying,  Holy,  holy, 
holy,  Lord  God  of  hosts,  heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy 
glory  ;  Glory  be  to  thee,  O  Lord  Most  High.  Amen. 


*  These  words  “Holy  Father,”  must  he  omitted  on  Trinity  Sunday. 
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Upon  Chkistmas-day,  and  seven  days  after. 

Because  thou  didst  give  Jesus  Christ,  thine  only  Son,  to 
he  born  as  at  this  time  for  us ;  who,  by  the  operation  of  the 
Iloly  Ghost,  was  made  very  man,  of  the  substance  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  his  mother  ;  and  that  without  spot  of  sin,  to 
make  us  clean  from  all  sin.  Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 


Upon  Eastek-day,  and  seven  days  after. 


But  chiefly  are  we  bound  to  praise  thee,  for  the  glorious 
Resurrection  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  for  he  is 
the  very  Paschal  Lamb,  which  was  offered  for  us,  and  hath 
taken  away  the  sin  of  the  world  ;  who  by  his  death,  and  by 
his  rising  to  life  again,  hath  restored  to  us  everlasting  life. 
Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 

Upon  Ascension-day,  and  seven  days  after. 

Through  thy  most  dearly  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord  ;  who,  after  his  most  glorious  Resurrection,  manifestly 
appeared  to  all  his  Apostles,  and  in  their  sight  ascended  up 
into  heaven,  to  prepare  a  place  for  us  ;  that  where  he  is 
thither  we  might  also  ascend,  and  reign  with  him  in  glory. 
Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 


Upon  Whit- Sunday,  and  six  days  after. 


Through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  according  to  whose 
most  true  promise,  the  Holy  Ghost  came  down  as  at  this 
time  from  heaven,  with  a  sudden  great  sound,  in  the  like¬ 
ness  of  fiery  tongues,  lighting  upon  the  Apostles,  to  teach 
them,  and  to  lead  them  to  all  truth,  giving  them  both  the 
gift  of  divers  languages,  and  also  boldness  with  fervent  zeal 
constantly  to  preach  the  Gospel  unto  all  nations  ;  whereby 
we  have  been  brought  out  of  darkness  and  error  into  the 
clear  light  and  true  knowledge  of  thee,  and  of  thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 
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TJpon  the  Feast  of  Trinity  only ,  may  he  said , 

Who  art  one  God,  one  Lord,  not  one  only  Person,  lbnt 
three  Persons  in  one  substance.  For  that  which  we  believe 
of  the  glory  of  the  Father,  the  same  we  believe  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  without  any  difference  or  inequal¬ 
ity.  Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 

Or  else  this  may  be  said,  the  words  (Holy  Father)  being  retained  in  the  introductory  address. 

For  the  precious  death  and  merits  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord,  and  for  the  sending  to  us  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
Comforter,  who  are  one  with  thee  in  thy  eternal  Godhead. 
Therefore  with  angels,  etc. 


Then  shall  the  Minister,  kneeling  down  at  the  Lord's  Table,  say,  in  the  name  of  all  those  who 
shall  receive  the  Communion ,  this  prayer  follo  wing  : 

TTTE  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this  thy  table,  O  merci- 
V  V  ful  Lord,  trusting  in  our  own  righteousness,  but  in 
thy  manifold  and  great  mercies.  We  are  not  worthy  so 
much  as  to  gather  up  the  crumbs  under  thy  table.  But  thou 
art  the  same  Lord,  whose  property  is  always  to  have  mercy. 
Grant  us,  therefore,  gracious  Lord,  so  to  commemorate  the 
death  of  tliy  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ,  that  being  washed  and 
made  white  through  his  most  precious  blood,  we  may  ever¬ 
more  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister ,  standing  up,  shall  say  : 

ALL  glory  be  to  thee,  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly 
Father,  for  that  thou,  of  thy  tender  mercy,  didst  give 
thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  suffer  death  upon  the  cross 
for  our  redemption  ;  who  made  there  (by  his  one  oblation 
of  himself  once  offered)  a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient  sacri¬ 
fice,  oblation,  and  satisfaction,  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world  ;  and  did  institute,  and  in  his  holy  Gospel  command 
us  to  continue,  a  perpetual  memory  of  that  his  precious 
death  and  sacrifice,  until  his  coming  again  :  for  in  the  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  he  took  Bread  ;  and  when  he 
had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  gave  to  his  disciples, 
saying,  Take,  eat,  this  is  my  body,  which  is  given  for  you  ; 
do  this  in  remembrance  of  me.  Likewise,  after  supper,  he 
took  the  Cup  ;  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  gave  it  to 
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tliem,  saying,  Prink  ye  all  of  this  ;  for  this  is  my  Bloocl  of 
the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  you,  and  for  many, 
for  the  remission  of  sins  ;  do  this  as  oft  as  ye  shall  drink  it, 
in  remembrance  of  me. 

\T  THEREFORE,  O  Lord  and  heavenly  Father,  accord- 
V  V  ing  to  the  institution  of  thy  dearly  beloved  Son  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  we,  thy  humble  servants  do  celebrate 
and  make  here  before  thy  Divine  Majesty,  the  memorial  thy  ■ 
Son  hath  commanded  us  to  make  ;  having  in  remembrance 
his  blessed  passion  and  precious  death,  his  mighty  resurrec¬ 
tion  and  glorious  ascension  ;  rendering  unto  thee  most 
hearty  thanks  for  the  innumerable  benefits  procured  unto 
us  by  the  same.  And  we  earnestly  desire  thy  fatherly 
goodness  mercifully  to  accept  this  our  sacrifice  of  praise  and 
thanksgiving  ;  most  humbly  beseeching  thee  to  grant,  that 
by  the  merits  and  death  of  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and 
through  faith  in  his  blood,  we  and  all  thy  whole  church 
may  obtain  remission  of  our  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of 
his  passion.  And  here  we  offer  and  present  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies,  to  be  a  reasonable,  holy, 
and  living  sacrifice  unto  thee,  humbly  beseeching  thee,  that 
we  and  all  others  who  shall  be  partakers  of  this  holy  Com¬ 
munion,  may  be  filled  with  thy  grace  and  heavenly  bene¬ 
diction,  and  made  one  body  with  Christ,  that  he  may  dwell 
in  us  and  we  in  him.  And  although  we  are  unworthy, 
through  our  manifold  sins,  to  offer  unto  thee  any  sacrifice, 
yet  we  beseech  thee  to  accept  this  our  bounden  duty  and 
service ;  not  weighing  our  merits,  but  pardoning  our 
offences,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  by  whom  and 
with  whom,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  all  honor  and 
glory  be  unto  thee,  O  Father  Almighty,  world  without 
end.  Amen. 

Here  shall  be  sung  a  Hymn ,  or  part  of  a  Hymn. 


Then ,  after  a  space  for  silent  prayer ,  shall  the  Minister  first  receive  the  Communion  in  both 
kinds  himself ,  and  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  Clergy ,  in  like  manner ,  (if  any  be  with  him 
in  the  Chancel ,)  and ,  after  that ,  to  the  people  also  in  order ,  into  their  .hands.  And  when  he 
delivereth  the  Bread ,  he  shall  say : 

AKE  and  eat  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ  died 
for  thee,  and  feed  on  him  in  thy  heart  by  faith,  with 
thanksgiving. 
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And  the  Minister  v:ho  delivereth  the  Cup ,  shall  say  : 


DRINK  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ’s  Blood  was 
shed  for  thee,  and  he  thankful. 


When  all  have  communicated ,  then  shall  the  Minister  proceed  with  the  following  prayers 
after  which ,  all  shall  unite  in  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis ,  or  a  Hymn  from  the  Selection. 


LORD  JESUS  CHRIST,  who  didst  ordain  in  this 


Yv  blessed  Sacrament,  a  perpetual  memorial  of  thy  bit¬ 
ter  passion  and  atoning  death,  and  dost  invite  ns  to  thy 
table,  that  onr  sonls  may  be  nourished  by  thee,  the  Bread 
of  eternal  life  ;  grant  unto  ns,  we  beseech  thee,  such  faith 
in  thy  promises  that  we  may  receive  the  full  fruition  of  thy 
love,  and  attain  at  last,  with  all  thy  saints,  to  the  marriage 
supper  in  the  kingdom  of  thy  glory,  where  thou  livest  and 
reignest,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  one  God, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

O  Blessed  Saviour,  whose  love  to  sinners  passeth  the 
comprehension  of  men  and  of  angels,  and  will  be  the 
theme  of  grateful  praise  throughout  the  ages  of  eter¬ 
nity  ;  impress  upon  us,  we  beseech  thee,  such  a  deep  and 
abiding  sense  of  our  indebtedness  for  thy  great  salvation, 
that  we  may  wholly  live  to  thy  glory,  and  serve  thee  in 
holiness  and  righteousness  all  our  days,  until  we  join  in  the 
songs  of  thy  redeemed  in  heaven,  where,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  thou  art  worshipped  and  glorified, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

("1  LORY  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
T  towards  men.  We  praise  thee,  we  bless  thee,  we  wor¬ 
ship  thee,  we  glorify  thee,  we  give  thanks  to  thee,  for  thy 
great  glory,  O  Lord  God,  heavenly  King,  God  the  Father 
Almighty. 

O  Lord,  the  only  begotten  Son,  Jesus  Christ ;  O  Lord 
God,  Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father,  that  takest  away 
the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  ns.  Thou  that  tak¬ 
est  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou 
that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  receive  our  prayer. 
Thou  that  sittest  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father,  have 
mercy  upon  us. 

For  thou  only  art  holy ;  thou  only  art  the  Lord  ;  thou 
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only,  0  Christ,  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  art  most  high  in  the 
Glory  of  God  the  Father.  Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  dismiss  them  with  these  words  : 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  ;  and  the  "blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
he  amongst  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.  Amen. 

Or  these  : 

The  God  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through 
the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in 
every  good  work  to  do  his  will ;  working  in  you  that  which 
is  well  pleasing  in  his  sight ;  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom 
be  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

This  Service  may  he  used  by  itself ,  instead  of  the  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer.  When  used 
in  connection  with  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer ,  the  portion  preceding  the  first  Collect  should  be 
omitted.

llbmiwslratmt  of  baptism  to  Infants* 


The  people  are  to  be  admonished  that ,  if  possible,  Baptism  is  to  be  administered  on  Sunday. 
Nevertheless ,  it  may  be  administered  on  any  other  day. 

When  administered  on  Sunday,  if  convenient,  it  shall  be  immediately  after  the  Second  Lesson 
at  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer ,  ivhen  it  may  take  the  place  of  the  remainder  of  said  Prayer. 

iHjants,  to  be  baptized,  must  be  presented  by  their  parents,  or  by  those  who  stand  in  the  place 
of  jiarents. 

Besides  the  parents,  there  shall  be,  if  possible,  for  every  male  child  to  be  baptized,  one  God¬ 
father,  and  for  every  female  child,  one  Godmother. 

At  the  time  appointed,  the  Minister,  coming  to  the  font,  ( which  is  to  be  filled  with  pure  water,) 
and  standing  there,  shall  say — 

11  $eat|  the  wtn;ds  of  the  (pospel,  written  by  $t.  in  the  tenth 
chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  verse — 

THEY  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should 
touch  them  ;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  who 
brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much,  dis¬ 
pleased,  aud  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God.  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever  shall  not 
receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not 
enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his 
hands  upon  them  and  blessed  them. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  make  this  Exhortation— 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  ill  this  Gospel  the  words  of  our 
Saviour  Christ ;  that  he  commanded  the  children  to 
be  brought  unto  him ;  how  he  blamed  those  who  would 
have  kept  them  from  him  ;  how  he  exhorted  all  persons  to 
follow  their  innocency.  Ye  perceive  how,  by  Ms  outward 
gesture  and  deed,  he  declared  his  good-will  towards  them  : 
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for  lie  embraced  tliem  in  bis  arms,  he  laid  his  hands  upon 
them  and  blessed  them.  Doubt  ye  not,  therefore,  but 
earnestly  believe,  that  he  will  likewise  favorably  receive 
this  present  infant ;  that  he  will  embrace  him  in  the  arms 
of  his  mercy,  that  he  will  give  unto  him  the  blessing  of 
eternal  life,  and  make  him  a  partaker  of  his  everlasting 
kingdom.  Wherefore,  we,  being  thus  persuaded  of  the 
good-will  of  our  heavenly  Father  towards  this  infant ,  and 
nothing  doubting  but  that  he  favorably  alloweth  this 
charitable  work  of  ours,  in  bringing  this  infant  to  liis  holy 
baptism,  let  ns  humbly  and  devoutly  call  upon  him,  and 
say— 

“  Almighty  and  immortal  God,  the  Aid  of  all  who  need, 
the  Helper  of  all  who  flee  to  thee  for  succour,  the  Life  of 
those  who  believe,  and  the  Resurrection  of  the  dead,  we  call 
upon  thee  for  this  infant ,  that  being  baptized  with  water, 
he  may  be  baptized  also  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  Receive 
him ,  0  Lord,  as  tliou  hast  promised  by  thy  well-beloved 
Son,  saying — 1  Ask  and  ye  shall  have  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find  ;  knock  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you  ;  ’  so  give 
now  unto  us  who  ask  ;  let  us  who  seek  find  ;  open  the  gate 
unto  us  who  knock  ;  that  this  infant  may  enjoy  the  ever¬ 
lasting  benediction  of  thy  heavenly  washing,  and  may  come 
to  the  eternal  kingdom  which  thou  hast  promised  by  Christ 
our  Lord.  Amen. 


Then  shall  the  Minister  speak  unto  the  Parents  or  Sponsors  on  this  wise- 


EARLY  beloved,  ye  have  brought  this  child  here  to 


J-A  be  baptized  ;  ye  have  prayed  that  our  merciful  Father 
would  vouchsafe  to  receive  him,  to  sanctify  him  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  to  give  him  the  kingdom  of  Heaven  and  ever¬ 
lasting  life.” 

To  these  prayers,  (which  we  trust  ye  have  offered  in  faith,) 
ye  must  add  the  promise  of  a  faithful  Christian  nurture, 
which,  therefore,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  con¬ 
gregation,  I  now  demand  of  you. 

Min.  Will  you  bring  up  this  child  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord ;  will  you  teach  him  from  his 
earliest  years  the  nature  of  that  covenant,  under  the  shelter 
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of  which  he  stands,  and  do  all  that  in  you  lies,  to  bring 
him  to  the  knowledge  and  faith  of  Ms  Saviour  Christ? 

Ans.  I  will,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

Min.  Will  you  be  careful  to  fashion  yourselves  after 
the  rule  and  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  to  make  yourselves,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  you,  wholesome  examples  to  this  child  f 

Ans.  I  will,  with  the  Lord’s  help. 

Min.  Will  you  abound  in  prayer  for  this  child ,  praying 
always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  spirit,  and 
watching  thereunto  with  all  perseverance  ? 

Ans.  I  will,  by  the  help  of  God. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say — 

0  Merciful  God,  grant  that  the  old  Adam  in  this  child 
may  be  so  buried  that  the  new  man  may  be  raised  up  in 
Mm.  Amen. 

Grant  that  all  sinful  affections  may  die  in  him,  and  that 
all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  him. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength  to  have 
victory,  and  to  triumph  against  the  devil,  the  world  and  the 
flesh.  Amen. 

Grant  that  whosoever  is  here  dedicated  to  thee  by  our 
office  and  ministry,  may  likewise  be  endued  with  heavenly 
virtues,  and  everlastingly  rewarded,  through  thy  mercy,  0 
blessed  Lord  God,  who  dost  rule  and  govern  all  things, 
world  without  end.  Amen. 

Almighty,  everlasting  God,  whose  most  dearly  beloved 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  before  he  ascended  into  heaven,  gave 
commandment  to  his  disciples,  that  they  should  go 
teach  all  nations,  and  baptize  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  regard,  we 
beseech  thee,  the  supplications  of  thy  Congregation,  and 
grant  that  this  child ,  now  to  be  baptized,  may  receive  the 
fulness  of  thy  grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  thy 
faithful  children,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  take  the  child  into  his  hands ,  and  shall  say  to  the  Parents  or  Sponsors— 

jW'djfp:  Tins  child . 

Then ,  naming  it  after  them ,  he  shall  dip  it  in  the  water  discreetly,  or  shall  pour  water  upon  it , 
saying— 
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X  T  I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
-i-N  .  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen. 


We  receive  this  child  into  the  Congregation  of  Christ’s 
Flock,  and  do*  sign  him  with  the  sign  of  the  cross,  in  token 
that  hereafter  he  shall  not  he  ashamed  to  confess  the  faith 
of  Christ  crucified,  and  manfully  to  fight  under  his  banner, 
against  sin,  the  world  and  the  devil,  and  to  continue  Christ’s 
faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his  life’s  end.  Amen. 


Then  shall  be  said ,  all  kneeling— 


UR  Father,  avIio  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  thy  Name : 


W/  tliy  kingdom  come ;  thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is 
in  Heaven :  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread ;  and  forgive 
us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against 
us :  and  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil.  Amen. 

We  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Father,  that 
we  have  been  permitted  to  consecrate  this  child  to  thee, 
and  most  humbly  do  we  implore  thee  by  thy  grace  to  make 
him  henceforth  and  wholly  thine.  Let  thy  law  be  put 
within  his  mind,  and  written  in  his  heart,  that  dying 
with  Christ  to  sin,  and  rising  with  him  to  righteousness,  and 
growing  up  into  him  in  all  things,  he  may  finally,  with  the 
residue  of  thy  holy  Church,  be  made  an  inheritor  of  thine 
everlasting  kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen.

that,  having  glorified  thee  in  their  generation,  and  served 
thee  in  thy  Church  on  earth,  they  may  finally  be  received 
into  thy  heavenly  kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  only 
Saviour  and  Redeemer.  Amen. 


Here  the  Minister  may  make  a  cross  upon  the  child’s  forehead.

walk  and  conversation  answerable  thereto ;  remembering 
always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us  our  profession, 
which  is,  to  follow  the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and 
to  be  made  like  unto  him,  that,  as  he  died  and  rose  again 
for  us,  so  should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness,  continually  mortifying  all 
our  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all 
virtue  and  godliness  of  living. 


Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 


TE  are  to  take  care  that  this  child  come  to  the  Bishop 
to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as  he  is  ready  to 
profess  his  faith  in  Christ,  and  to  take  upon  himself  the 
obligations  which  such  a  profession  of  necessity  involves. 

When  this  service  is  used,  the  congregation  shall  stand,  except  during  the  Lewd's  Prayer,  and 
the  Prayer  following,  when  they  shall  kneel,  as  the  Public  directs. 

In  the  private  ministration  of  baptism,  this  service  may  be  used,  or  any  portion  of  it,  as  the. 
Minister  may  think  best.

“When  persons  of  riper  years  are  to  be  baptized,  timely  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  Minister,  that  due  care  may  be  taken  for  their  examination,  whether 
they  be  sufficiently  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  “Religion,  and 
prepared  to  come  in  penitence  and  faith  to  this  holy  Sacrament .

“Witnesses,  at  the  font,  immediately  after  the  Second  Lesson  at  Morning  or 
Livening  Rrayer. 


rind  standing  there,  the  Shin  is  ter  shall  say  : 


EAR  the  words  of  tlie  Gospel,  written  by  St.  Matthew, 


-J — L  in  the  twenty-eighth  chapter,  beginning  at  the  six¬ 
teenth  verse : 

Then  the  eleven  disciples  went  into  a  mountain  where 
Jesus  had  appointed  them.  And  Jesus  came  and  spake 
unto  them,  saying,  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap¬ 
tizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost :  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  :  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.

whereby  ye  may  perceive  the  great  importance  of  this  sacra¬ 
ment,  where  it  may  be  had.  For  which  cause  St.  Peter  the 
Apostle,  when  upon  his  first  preaching  of  the  Gospel  many 
were  pricked  at  the  heart,  and  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of 
the  Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do  ?  replied 
and  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one 
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of  you  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  unto  you 
and  your  children  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many 
as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And  with  many  other 
words  exhorted  he  them,  saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this 
untoward  generation.  For,  (as  the  same  Apostle  testifieth 
in  another  place, )  even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not 
the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of 
a  good  conscience  towards  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Doubt  ye  not,  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe,  that 
God  will  graciously  receive  these  present  persons ,  truly 
repenting,  and  coming  to  him  by  faith  ;  that  having  granted 
unto  them  the  remission  of  their  sins,  he  will  strengthen  them 
with  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  perfect  that  good  work  which  he 
has  begun  in  them,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good  will  of 
o  ur  Heavenly  Father  towards  these  persons ,  let  us  faithfully 
and  devoutly  give  thanks  unto  him  and  say  :

Ans.  I  will,  by  God’ s  help.

FORASMUCH  as  persons  have  promised  in  your 

presence,  to  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  to 
believe  in  God,  and  to  serve  him  ;  ye  must  remember,  that 
it  is  your  part  and  duty  to  put  them  in  mind  what  a  solemn 
vow,  promise  and  profession  they  have  now  made  before 
this  congregation,  and  especially  before  you  their  chosen 
witnesses.  And  ye  are  also  to  call  upon  them  to  use  all 
diligence  to  be  rightly  instructed  in  God’s  holy  Word,  that 
so  they  may  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  live  godly,  righteously,  and  soberly 
in  this  present  world.

we,  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again  unto 
righteousness,  continually  mortifying  all  our  evil  and  cor¬ 
rupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  god¬ 
liness  of  living. 

If  it  he  necessary  to  baptize  adults  in  private ,  on  account  of  extreme  sickness ,  this  Service  may 
be  used ,  or  any  poi'tion  of  it,  as  the  Minister  may  think  best. 

If  there  be  occasion  for  the  Office  of  Infant  Baptism,  and  that  of  Adults  at  the  same  time ,  the 
Minister  may  combine  such  portions  of  each  Office  as,  in  his  discretion,  he  may  think  proper  : 

When  this  Service  is  used  after  the  Second  Lesson,  at  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  it  may  take 
the  place  of  the  remainder  of  said  Prayer.
